University School of Medicine discuss “World Population Probleas" 
on the evening of Wednesday, 22 March and for tae presentation 

to be preceded by cocktails and buffet in trae Executive Dining 
Room to which Dr. and Mrs. Hellegers would be invited, The pre- 
sentation would be made in Room 1A07 at Headquarters. A bic- 
graphic sketch of Dr. Hellegers, who was re-approved by Security 
on 17 January 1972, is attached.

Dr. John Buckman is an Associate Professor of Psychiatry at 
the University of Virginia School of Medicine in Charlottesville, 
Virginia, having joined the Department in January 1966. 


He 
received his medical education at the University of London. 


He served as a medical officer in the British Army during the 
Korean War and was assigned to trooping. duties to Egypt, Hong Kong, 
Singapore, Korea, and Japan, and became interested in patterns of 
drug abuse in the Middle and Far East. It was in 1953, during his 

-last return voyage from Korea, that he had a chance to work with 
some 500 repatriated British prisoners of war and became interested 
in their experiences of sensory isolation and indoctrination. On 
leaving the British Army in 1954, he began his psychiatric training 
in Epsom Hospitals and later at the Maudsley Hospital in London and 
the Tavistock Clinic and Institute of Human Relations in London. He 
received his training in Neurology at the National Hospital, Queens 
Square, in London.

1. I met with the D/MS on 14 February to ascertain his 
views regarding the presentation on drug abuse to Senior Seminar 
2 by Dr. John Buckman (see paragraph 3 of Reference b). I began 
by explaining the background for seeking his advise. Dr. Tietjen 
read the scope note on the drug abuse presentation and biographic 
resume of Dr. Buckman. 


2. Dr. Tietjen indicated that he was not acquainted with 

Dr. Buckman. He inquired about Dr. Buckman's presentation to the 
first Senior Seminar and how he was received. I stated that he 
was well received by the participants and that his presentation 
struck me as being an informative and sensible exposition on drug 
abuse. Dr. Tietjen observed that he has found the faculty members 
of the University of Virginia, School of Medicine to be sensible 
and pragmatic. 


3. Dr. Tietjen offered, if we should wish, to have Dr. Buckman 
visit the Office of Medical_Services, particularly the Chief of 
STAT the Psychiatric Staff, cee | in connection with his appearance 
before the Seminar. He stated that he was not urging such a visit, 
but that he would be glad to extend professional amenities.

1, Reference was returned to Office of Training on 8 February 
with a handwritten notation that the recommendation in paragraph §& 
was approved on 4 February by the DDS.
